Office Action Summary

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1 . The amendment filed 4/8/04 has been entered. Claims 1 and 2 have been 
amended, claims 3-5 have been cancelled and claims 6-9 have been newly added. 

2. Claims 1 ,2,6-9 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-4 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,364,871. Current claim 1 is identical to '871 claim 1 except for the wording "which is 
defined at least in substantial part" (current claim 1) and "substantially defined"('871 
claim 1 ). However, this wording appears identical in meaning. The same difference is 
also seen in current claim 2 and '871 claim 2. Claims 2 further differ in that element "b" 
(first occurrence) of '871 claim 2 has been deleted in current claim 2. However all of the 
limitations of the current claims are still found within the '871 claims. Current claim 6 
and '871 claim 1 differ only in that elements of step "b" (first occurrence) of '871 are not 
within current claim 6. All of the limitations of current claim 6 can be found within '871 
claim 1 . Patent '871 claim 2b (first occurrence) recites that the second portion of the 
beam is larger than the first portion as in current claim 7. Also recited in '871 claim 2b 
(first occurrence) is that the second subportion includes substantially all of the first 
subportion as in current claim 8. The third and fourth subportions of current claim 9 are 
found in '871 claim 2b(i) and 2b(ii).
